GREAT BRITAIN^ WEAKNESS. 


Loud Salisbury Declares That She Could 


Not Suppress the Turks. 


LOKDON, Feb. 1.— The banquet of the 


Non-conformist Unionist association at 
the Hotel Metropole last night was the oc- 
casion for an address by the Marquis of 
Salisbury, prime minister and secretary of 
state for foreign affairs. In the course of 
his remarks he said with reference to Ven- 
ezuela: 


"I have been held up as thjo denouncer 


of the Monroe doctrine. As a matter of 
fact, although the Monroe doctrine is no 
part of international law, my message to 
Mr. Olney, the secretary of state of the 
United States, supported it as a rule of 
policy in the strongest and most distinct 
terms. But when I stated in that dis- 
patch, and reiterate now, that, as a rule of 
policy, we are the entire advocates of the 
Monroe doctrine, we mean the Monroe 
doctrine as President Monroe understood 
it. In that sense you will not find any 
more convinced supporters than we are." 


Lord Salisbury then turned abruptly to 


the Armenian question, and he reproached 
the religious communities with laboring 
under a mistake when they supposed that 
England had bound herself in honor to 
sucsor the Armenians. He said: 


"If you ask why we have not interfered 


I can cnly answer for England that we 
could iave threatened what I may call an- 
noyances in the seizing of customs here 
and there, but when you are dealing with 
the rising of a whole fanatical population 
against a population with whom they have 
been at bitter enmity for ages, and who 
are situated in mountains far removed 
from the seashore, you are deceiving your- 
selves if you imagine that England's arm, 
long as it is, could have done anything in 
mitigation. Nothing but a military oc- 
cupation could have done ifr, and England 
does not possess the power for military oc- 
cupation at that distance."

I<oim1 S alisb u ry D eclares T h a t SUo C ould 
N ot S uppress th o T urks, 


L ondon, Feb. 1.—Tho banquet of tho 
Non-conformist U nionist association at 
tho Hotel Metropolc last n ig h t was tho oc­ 
casion for an address by tho Marquis of 
Salisbury, prim e m inister and secretary of 
state for foreign affairs. 
In tho course of 
his rem arks ho said w ith reforencoto Ven­ 
ezuela: 


“I have been held up as tlyD denouncer 
of tho Monroe doctrine. 
A s a m atter of 
fact, although tho Monroo doctrine is no 
p art of international law, m y message to 
Mr. Olney, tho secrotary of state of tho 
> U nited States, supported i t as a rule of 
policy in tho strongest and m ost distinct 
terms. 
B u t w hen I stated in th at dis­ 
patch, and reiterate now, that, as a rulo of 
policy, we aro tho entire advocates of tho 
Monroo doctrine, wo m ean tho Monroo 
doctrino as President Monroe understood 
it. 
In th a t sense you w ill not lind any 
more convinced supporters th an we aro.” 
Lord Salisbury then turned abruptly to 
tho A rm enian question, and ho reproached 
the religious com m unities w ith laboring 
under a m istake when thoy supposed th a t 
E ngland had bound herself in honor to 
succor tho A rm enians. 
Ho said: 


“If you ask w hy wo havo not interfered 
I can only answer for England that we 
could havo threatened w hat I may call an- 
noyancos in tho seizing of customs hero 
and there, b u t whon you aro dealing w ith 
tho rising of a whole fanatical population* 
against a population w ith whom they have 
been at bitter onm ity for ages, and who 
aro situated in m ountains far removed 
from tho seashore, you aro docciving your­ 
selves if you im agine th a t England's arm , 
long as it is, could havo done anything in 
m itigation.

May Be Cooked in Any i'art oft 
House, or In the Yard. 
T 


HE ingenious 
devices f 


cooking dinners by the aid 
merely a few wires and an u 
seen electrical current are b 


ginning to find their way into t 
kitchens of many New York millio 
niree, 


In one house uptown the daught 


of the family pours tea from a kett 
heated by electricity, and her room : 
supplied with a curling iroa als 
heated by electrical energy. 
But th 


electrical kitchen is the chief object 
interest. 


The cooking stove bears very littl 


resemblance to an ordinarv range, 
is very much cleaner and is in all 
a marvel of convenience. The electri 
stove in actual use consists of a sul 
etantial table on which stand the hei 
generators wherewith the cooking j 
done. Beneath the tables are a seri 
of ovens, each of which is providej 
with a separate heat generator ot i 
own. 
The back of the range is a: 


ranged with a broad shelf, on whic 
other 
heat generators are place 


There, also, is the keyboard whic 
regulates the strength of current an 
the temperature of the stove. 
Thf 


wires, which are wound with gree< 
silk and carefully insulated to prevent 
an accident, are attached at one end t 
little copper posts in exactly the sa: 
way as the wires of a telegraph instr 
ment. The other ends are fastened tr 
the heat generators beneath the saucet 
pans or boilers. The current is turne 
off or on by turning a little key lik 
those on the incandescent light lamp 


Anyone can start a good baking fir 


in this way with his eyes shut. TherJ 
is no chance of the fire going out 
the weather is damp, or of its smoki 
ing, or becoming stopped by clinkeri 


One curious feature of the electri 


cal stove is that it is supplied with as 
many different fires, or heat genera 
tors, as there are disheji to be cooked, 
Instead of there being one large sur 
face heated all over, as in the case 
ordinary kitchen ranges, each kettle! 
or saucepan, is separately connected] 
and provided with a neating appara 
ratus of its own. This, of course} 
gives the electrical stove a very un- 
usual appearance. 
There may be, foi 


instance, a kettle of soup boiling ovei 
on one side, and next to it an ice 
cream freezer in which the cream is 
being rapidly frozen by the electrical 
energy which churns it. 


An ingenious cook caa find all sorts 


of possibilities in this apparatus." It 
is quite possible, for example, to have 
any dish cooking on a side table. In 
fact, the various cooking utensils mav 
be carried all over the house and set 
going by turning a switch. If tha 
cook wishes to prepare a dish of sauer- 
kraut the wire may be easily length- 
ened and the cooking carried on inj 
some remote spot in the back yard on 
the sab-cellar. 
j 


The vexations of housekeeping are- 


reduced ta a minimum by the electri- 
cal stove. It gives out no coal dust, 
and the new kitchen resembles a par?' 
lor more than the overheated, smoky) 
kitchens we are all familiar with. 
A 


little practice soon teaches one tha 
trick of operating it. At first it seems 
difficult to the uninitiated to calculate 
what voltage will cook an egg, roast a 
turkey or bake bread to the desired 
color. 
Bus the ordinary cook soon

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Hundreds of Millions Represented 
at Indianapolis. 


I n d ia n a p o l is , Jan. 13.—Chairman H u sh 
H anna of fclio executive committee of the 
m onetary conforonco, called that body to 
order a t Tomlinson Hall yostorday after­ 
noon. 
A t th a t tim e thoro was soated in 
the auditorium over 800 delegates, repre­ 
senting business interests th at run u p in 
valuo to the hundreds of millions. 
I t was 
A fine looking body of m en, whoso object 
is to attem pt a reform of the governm ent’s 
currency system. 


The m eeting was opened w ith a prayer 
by the Rev. M. L. Haines, of tho F irst 
Presbyterian church, ox-President H ar­ 
rison’s place of worship. Then Mr. H an n a 
delivered a brief welcoming address, and 
tem porary chairm an Jacob W. Sm ith read 
tho call sent out by tho executive com­ 
m ittee. 
Noxt came the recom m endations 
of the com m ittee for the tom porary or­ 
ganization nam ing E. O. Stannard of St. 
Louis as tomporary chairm an, Jacob W. 
Sm ith of Indianapolis as tomporary secre­ 
tary and W. F. O. Golt of Indianapolis as 
sergeant-at-arms. 


In taking the chair Mr. S tannard m ade 
a brief speech, and thon tho various com ­ 
m ittees wore appointed as recom m ended 
by the executive committee. 


A fter tho committees rotired there were 
calls for a speech from Hon. Charles S. 
Fairchild. 
In opening he said: 


“F or tho first tim e in the history of gov­ 
ernm ents a groat scientific financial ques­ 
tion was subm itted to tho pooplo for pop­ 
ular consideration in our last election. I t 
was a great test of our institutions, not 
alone in tho way in which it was doclded, 
because wo wore considering the adoption 
practically of a tool w ith,w hich to con­ 
duct our business. 
O ther men a t other 
timos in our history have considered sim ­ 
ilar questions, m en differing as widely as 
possible in their political views. 
A n d yet 
to them thore never ontored an idoa th a t 
party, section, raco, nationality or w orldly 
Condition was involved.” 


A fter dwelling upon the defects of tho 
present m onetary system Mr. F airchild 
concluded w ith these words: 


"Before tho work of this convention is 
finally conciudod tho business world, not 
only of the United States, b ut of all the 
world, will bo looking a t it and its result, 
and I toll you, gontlomen, if it shall dem ­ 
onstrate (as God g ran t th a t it m ay not) 
th at thore is w ithin this body not suffici­ 
en t wisdom to arrive a t som ething wise 
&nd conclusive, or if, having so come to a 
conclusion am ong yourselves, it is dem ­ 
onstrated th a t you aro so far removed in 
influence from tho law m aking powor th a t 
no results come of it, I toll you, you m ay 
trem ble for tho business and political fu ­ 
tu re of this country.” 


Jo h n P. Irish, of California, was noxt 
Called. A m ong other things he said: 


“I t is your business to suggest to the 
law m akers tho way o u t of the difficulty, 
to p u t simplicity instead of complexity to 
conform th a t system to the law of finance. 
I am aw are th a t wo have m any wise men 
who will join us in tho accom plishing of 
financial reform in this country, and who 
believe, perhaps conscientiously, th at the 
w ay to strengthen the superstructure is 
to weaken tho foundation.M 


The chairm an then called for the report 
of tho committee on credentials. 
There 
were no contests. 
Tho total num ber of 
delegates whoso nam es havo so far beon 
reported is 270. All parts of the country 
was represented, there being delegates 
from 185 cities and towns.

Mr. Ryder says that as iar as 
he is concerned at least, the former 
plan of sitting out in a cold field for 
days husking corn is passed, and he 
thinks it will only be a short lime until 
a machine similar to a separator is in- 
vented, that will do both the husking 
and shelling of corn. Mr. Ryder has 
a small burr mill in his barn and in 
this way also does his chooping ready 
for feeding. — Franklin Repository.

HOME MADE TOIfiET SOAP. 


The subscriber who requested a re- 


cipe for toilet eoap will find the fol- 
lowing 
excellent: 
Boil together 


slowly, for one hour, two pounds of 
pur a beef tallow, two of washing soda, 
one pound of s^lt and one ounce each 
of gum camphor, oil of bergtimot and 
borax; stir it often; let it stand until 
cold, then warm it over, so that it will 
run easily, and turn into iroulds 
dipped in cold water. Like all soaps, 
it improves with age. 


An oatmeal soap that softens the 


skin may be economically made from 
bits of castile and glycerine soap, if 
these are allowed to accumulate when 
they get too small for toilet purposes. 
Make a saturated solution of pulver- 
ized borax and cut into it all the bits 
of soap, boiling until they are dis- 
solved and the mixture as thick as 
cream; stir into the mass oatmeal 
enough to make a thick, but soft, 
paste, mingling with the meal a little 
sulphur and pulverized camphor, stir 
until it cools somewhat, but is still 
soft enough to pour into ft mould or 
moulds.—New York Herald.

of boiled custard in a bowl; hav 
very cold. Strain a pint of stewed 
apple?, flavor with nutmeg and s-.vee;- 
en, pile on top of the custard. 


Dried Apple Pie—Take one quarfc o" 


apples stewed, add half cap of butter, 
a cup of sugar, and the beiten whites 
of four egg?. 
Flavor with nut me r. 


Line pie pans with oust, fill with 
apples and bake.

NATURE'S WORK OF ART. 


The Face of \Vu»hlncton Carved in 


Living Rock. 


Carved by nature in the rough stone 


of Marbleheud Neck, the calm face ot 
CJeorjio Washington j:azes out over the 
waste of waters. Iu this quiet, seclud- 
ed corner of Massachusetts ihis re- 
markable monument remained for ages 
undiscovered until Albert Chapman, of 
Marblehead. cropped the bushes and 
weeds which grew about its base iu 
rank luxuriance, disclosii)-: the stone 
features which bear a most striking re- 
semblance to the Father of hi* Coun- 
try. Some call it the "Old Man of the 
Sea," but the majority of Marblchead 
uitizeus trace in its lilies and curves 
a. counterfeit of the loved face of thu 
first president. 


The face is formed by three rocks, 


one forming the forehead, one the chin 
and the other the nose.

"When the fish was 
drawn up its stomaclr was crushed up 
out of its mouth, and its eyes were puff- 
ed out 
It could not live in the upper 


waters. Iu its native depths the dark- 
ness was so dense that no other fish 
could see anything. It was also as cold 
as in the Arctic regions.

An Authoritative Statement from 
tlie Ex-President. 


iMniANAPOLTs, Fob. 4.—Captain John 
K. Gowdy, chili rmau of the Ropnbllcan 
Btntc coutral coimiilttoo, callod on General 
Harrison last cvciüuí? by invitation, iind 
fcho ex-prositlonfc luindcd him the follow- 
luf? oxpliinatory lobter: 


**In viüw of tho-resolutions passed by 
the state coutral cominittoo at Its rocent 
nioctiní?, and of tho fact that dolofcatos to 
tho national Ropublican convention arc 
soon tr) bo chosen in this state, I havo con- 
cluded that some sfcateniont from mo as to 
my wishes and purposes should now bo 
inado (x> my Indiana frlonds.

For the sontimont, 
great or small, that has been manifested 
for my nomination I am grateful, and of 
that wide respect and kindness—breaking 
party linos—which havo b^en shown mo 
in soimany ways, I am profoundly appre- 
oiativo. 


"I cannot consent that my name bo pre- 
sented to or be used in the St. Louis con- 
vention, and must kindly ask my friends 
to accept this as a sincere and flnal expres- 
sion upon the sxibjcct." 


When Guneriil John C. New was seen 
relativo to tho letter of General Harrison 
he said:

G R E A T B R I T A I N ' S W E A K N E S S . 


Iioi^d SnliKbury Declares That Sho GouIA 
Not Suppros» tho Turks. 


LOTflDON, Fob. 1. -Tho banquet of tho 
Non-conformist Unionist assnclation at 
tho Hotel Mctropnlo last night was tho oc- 
casion for an address by tho Marquis of 
Salisbury, prime minister and secretary of 
Btato for foreign affairs. In tho course of 
his remarks ho said with reforeuco to Von- 
esuola; 


"I have been held up as tlv3 denouncer 
of tho Mcmroo doctrine. As a matter of 
fact, although the Monroo doctrine is no 
partof International law, my mossago to 
Mr. Olney, tho secretary of state of tho 
I United States, supported it as a rule of 
policy in tho strongest tmd most distinct 
terms. But when I stated in that dis- 
patch, and reiterate now, that, as a rule of 
policy, wo arc tho entire advocates of tho 
Monroe doctrine, wo mean tho Monroo 
doctrlno as President Monroe understood 
it. In that sense you will not llnd any 
more convinced supporters than we are." 


Lord Salisbury then turned abruptly to 
tho Armenian question, and ho reproached 
the ruligious communities with laboring 
under a mistake when thoy supposed that 
England had bound herself in honor to 
Ruceor tho Armenians. Ho said: 


"If you tisk why wo havo not interfered 
I can only answer for England that we 
could have threatened what I may call an- 
noyances in the seizing of customs hero 
and there, but when you are dealing with 
the rising of a whole fanatical population 
against a population with whona they havo 
been at bitter onmity for ages, and who 
are situated in moimtains far removed 
from tho seashore, you aro doceiving your- 
selves If you imagine that Fjigland's arm, 
long as it is, could havo done anything in 
mitigation. Nothing but a military oc- 
cupation could havo done iir, and England 
does not possess tho power for military oc- 
cupation at tiiat distance.

Loe, of Melrose, and Alexander Gordon, 
ol Buffalo, N, Y,, the .jSjjgineer and fire- 
man in tho engine hotise, in which were 
two large iron compressed air tanks for 
furnishing powor to drills used in con- 
struction of tho sewer. The bodies of tho 
two men wero found in tho ruins, horribly 
mangled. 


To Censuro Ambassador Bayard. 


WASHINGTON, Fob. 3.—A resolution ccn^ 
suring Ambassador Bayard for the senti- 
ments expressed by him in his recent 
speeches in England iuid Scotland was 
adopted by the house foreign affairs com- 
mittee. 
Two resolutions will be reported. 
Tho first censures Ambassador Bayard 
by namo for tho language used by him In 
his Boston and Edinburgh speeches, and 
incorporated with this will bo a second 
resolution expressing the disapproval of 
the committee of our representatives 
abroad discussing American political af- 
faii*s abroad and displaying partisanship. 


The l^r^e Coinage Ainonilment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—The belated tariff 
bill merged from the finance committee 
yesterday and made its appeiuuince in tho 
senate soon aftor tho sessinn 
opened.
